ing. w hen the Socialists and adherents 
of 
the 
coalition 
parties, 
including 
students, clashed opposite tim 
Royal 
hotel and for two hours there were 
scen es of trem endous excitem en t. The 
Royal hotel Is the headquarters of the 
Independence clui). in which 
is the 
council room of the coalition leaders. 
The stud en ts and other supporters 
of the coalition had 
arranged for a 
gigantic torchlight procession W ed n es­ 
day night, but during the day the So­ 
cialists issued inflamm atory proclam a­ 
tions tailin g 
on all S ocialists 
and 
others 
opposed to 
the coalition 
to 
gather 
and 
fight 
for their 
rights, 
w hich they said Hie coalition w as try­ 
ing to sidetrack under cover of an al­ 
leged affront by the king-em peror to 
the 
w hole 
nation. 
O w ing to 
these 
proclam ations 
the coalition 
leaders 
decided to 
postpone 
the torchlight 
procession, 
seek in g 
thus 
to 
avoid 
bloodshed.

w ere stabbed; but the S ocialists were

court at the time of the impanelling 
of the federal grand jury to challenge 
jurors as they were impanelled was 
raised and Judge J. Otis Humphrey 
decided in favor of the government. 
In passing on this question, which 
was one of the main points in the plea 
in abatement filed by the packers’ at­ 
torneys. Judge Humphreys said: 
“ I considered this question fully at 
the time the jury was impanelled and 
I came to the conclusion that there 
was no duty resting upon the court, or 
any of its officers to ask the proposed 
defendants to come in and save any 
rights they may have hail, by object­ 
ing to the array of the grand jurors.
